COUNCIL APPROVES HALF MILLION 
FOR BUDGET, $100,000 FOR PAVING 


The W arren borough council Mon­ 
day night approved its $515,178 
budget for 1957, with a one mill tax 
increase for a total of 26, plus the 
$5 per capita tax. It also approved 
a paving program calling for close 
to $100,000. 
The budget knocks down into $384, 
178 for general expenditures, $26, 
OOO for street lighting, $9,000 for 
the library, $9,000 for the pension 
fund, $38,000 for the sinking fund, 
and $49,000 fo r perm anent street 
im provem ents. 
However, the stre e t improvem ent 
program actually runs close to $ IOO, 
OOO, boosted no doubt by money 
already 
in 
the perm anent fund. 
Streets to be paved and the cost of 
each are: 
Hazel st., from Fourth to Fifth, 
500 feet, $8,250. 
Lexington ave., P a rk er to end of 
stre e t, 500 feet, $9,900. 
Ludlow st., Pennsylvania ave. to 
Allegheny, 500 feet, $8,250. 
Madison ave., G rant to M arion, 
1260 feet, $20,790. 
M cPherson st., Conewango to H ill, 
1170 feet, $19,305. 
Seneca, St. C la ir to Wayne, 425 
feet, $936. 
In addition, Fourth st. will be 
resurfaced from M arket to Beech 
st. This will cost $11,340 from 
M arket to L aurel, and $5,940 from 
L aurel to Beech. 
Additional ex­ 
penses will run it to about $19,000. 
The total cost of the perm anent 
streets will be about $78,000 when 
you add engineering, advertising and 
other expenses. Added to the Fourth 
st. resurfacing it totals about $97, 
OOO. 
Plum st. resid en ts w ere present 
to demand that th eir stre e t be paved. 
They said it was a mud hole in all 
seasons and had been on the list 
for fourteen y ears. They claim ed 
that trucks use it as a short-cut 
and as an easy exit from Pennsyl­ 
vania ave. 
Councilman M erenick, chairm an 
of the public works com m ittee, ex­ 
plained that council is trying to d is­ 
tribute paving between the wards 
and that paved access to Lexington 
has 
been 
provided 
on 
several 
streets. He said parking would be a 
problem on Plum as soon as it was 
paved because c a rs cannot be left 
on paved streets. T here is no space 
for garages on Plum . He said he 
hoped Plum would be on the 1958 
list. 
Councilman Yagge fought for Plum 
st., and approved the engineer’s plan 
to pave it if the state does not widen 
Jackson st. This wouldfre e $ 11,000. 
Councilman Carbon suggested that 
the state be asked to accept Fourth 
as an alternate Route 62, thus fre e ­ 
ing heavy traffic from the center of 
town. Trucks already are using it, 
and the state would thus assum e its 
rightful responsibility of m aintain­ 
ing it. This would free money for 
such streets as Plum . 
The m illage breakdown f<?r the 
year is 19 for general purposes, 
2.5 for debt paym ents, 2 for street 
lighting, 
I for perm anent street 
paving, .75 for the library and .75 
for the pension fund. 
Council voted to buy a Buick 
station wagon fo r the fire chief. 
The bid was $2900 plus the 1939 
panel truck. H. L. Link bid $2,896 
for a Dodge, but the comm ittee 
recommended 
the 
Buick. 
T h e 
recommendation was supported 8 
to 6. Bids by C arlson M otors and 
Fernow w ere thrown out because 
they allegedly did not m eet specifi­ 
cations.

P. Honeywell, of M ars, Pa., 
which bid $8,300. Allied Equipment 
Corp. of C arnegie, P a., bid $9,197.

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JOINT COMMITTEE HIRES ARCHITECTS,

At its February session Monday 
evening the Joint Committee of the 
Warren Area School Board signed 
a contract for an Erie architectural 
firm to draw plans for a new high 
school and gave preliminary con­ 
sideration to an estimated budget 
of $676,113.50 for the fiscal year 
1957-58.

$86,000 will come due next year. 
The board also gave the buildings 
and grounds committee authority to 
employ Burr Garvin, civil engineer, 
to make the topographical survey of 
the proposed new school site — 
known as the Swick site. 
Instructions were given the solici­ 
tor to contact the several owners of 
properties on the designated site to 
inform them of the board’s intention 
to take part or all of their properties 
for school use. These properties 
include Swick, Rudolph, Anderson, 
Link and possibly one or two others.

ST. JOAN AS A GIRL 


I have seen quite a few St. Joans, 
possibly too many. There is a law 
of diminishing returns on St. Joan 
and. after a bit, the wonder begins 
to 
diminish and 
then it is time for 
a long rest - about 
a ten year’s rest - 
because 
if 
you 
ever lose the won­ 
der of that girl, 
you’re lost. 
Through all the 
stage St. Joans - 
Bernard Shaw’s, 
Maxwell 
Ander­ 
son’s, 
and 
th e 
Jean Anouilh-Lil- 
lian Heilman one - I have retained 
my own mental image of St. Joan 
as a small, nut brown, wiry peasant 
girl, not especially pretty, with a 
ready, witty tongue and a passionate 
soul that could strike sparks off the 
second balcony. Otherwise, how did 
she ever get away with it all? 


• * * 
Of all the St. Joans I have seen, 
I should say Julie Harris fits the 
image best. In fact, come to think 
of it, she’s the only one who fits it 
at all. Ingrid Bergman, in the Max­ 
well Anderson version on the stage, 
was 
admirably 
impassioned 
but 
much too beautiful and much too big. 
Katharine Cornell in Shaw’s St. Joan 
was moving but she was, I thought, 
too womanly, too stately, and - odd 
as it may seem - too saintly for the 
part. 
St. Joan must be first a girl. She 
was, after all, only nineteen when 
she died. Julie Harris looks like a 
girl and a very remarkable one, 
which she must have been to have 
accomplished what she did. In Hall­ 
mark’s admirable presentation of 
“ The Lark” on NBC-TV the other 
night, which was lifted with some 
excisions and some additions from 
the stage version presented by Ker­ 
mit Bloomgarden, the emphasis of 


the author, it seemed to me, is on 
the sheer remarkableness of the 
girl's life. 
Mr. Anouilh has said of his play: 
“ 'The Lark’ makes no attempt to 
explain the mystery of Joan. The 
persistent 
e f f o r t 
of so-called 
modern minds to explain mysteries 
is, in any case, one of the most 
naive and foolish activities indulged 
in by the puny human brain since it 
became overstocked with shallow 
political and scientific notions . . . 
I always refuse to tell children how 
things work, even when I know; and 
in the case of Joan I did not know.” 
* * * 
The play starts with the trial 
scene and then by flashbacks tells 
the story of Joan, starting with her 
days on the farm. For a peasant 
girl, just to get off the farm was no 
mean accomplishment, and in this 
scene Miss Harris is very much a 
girl - overwhelmed by her voices 
and her responsibilities. In the next, 
flattering and cajoling Robert de 
Beaudrincourt into providing her 
with a horse and an escort, she is a 
hoyden and minx and finally, talking 
the Dauphin into some semblance of 
kinghood, she is both a soldier and 
statesman. A saint she is not, even at 
the stake. 
Frankly, I am always uplifted by 
the vigor and dash of those scenes 
which show Joan accomplishing her 
incredible mission and let down 
sharply by the trial scenes which 
seem in contrast painful and dustily 
theological. The best lines at the 
trial are Joan’s own words, in which 
she repeatedly confounds the best 
theological brains around. "Are you 
in a state of Grace?” - "If I am 
not, God will put me there. If I 
am, God will keep me there.” 


* * * 
Miss Harris was surrounded by a 
very distinguished cast but, apart 
from Boris Karloff as a very sym­ 
pathetic bishop torn between his 
humanity and his beliefs, I don’t 
think any of them measured up to 
Miss Harris. As the Dauphin, Eli 
Wallach was much too full of little 
acting tricks and postures to be 
quite real. Basil Rathbone was a 
cold, 
implacable and altogether 


loathsome Inquisitor, but he didn’t 
seem real either. 
This was one dramatic show in 
which color added a good deal and 
it was used with sensible restraint. 
In sponsoring it, Hallmark has added 
one more fine play to a roster which 
is becoming increasingly im pres­ 
sive and for which we all owe the 
greeting card company a great vote 
of thanks. 
And now I hope I may be excused 
^from any more St. Joans for awhile. 
She was an incredible creature, all 
right, but she does exhaust a fellow.

Not so, says the FTC. 
They are essentially laxatives and 
not effective aids to the overweight. 
Another is Dyn-A-Pak Food Sup­ 
plement. This is supposed to pre­ 
vent baldness or to give energy 
and endurance to those who are 
weak and tired. 
So it has been 
advertised in newspapers and mag­ 
azines.

MORE PICNIC AND CAMPING 
AREA NEEDED 
Since the Civilian Conservation 
Corps did its work during the 
depression years, no major ex­ 
pansion program has been under­ 
taken in national forests. The result 
is that forty per cent of those who 
use the forests for camping, pic­ 
nicking, and other puposes must 
locate outside the improved areas. 
Obviously this is not satisfactory, 
either from the viewpoint of the 
forest managers or the public. To 
make it worse, many of the improved 
areas have deteriorated and are in 
need of repair. 
The United States Department of 
Agriculture is coming up with a five- 
year plan to accommodate twice as 
many people as now is possible. Over 
2,000 new camping and picnicking 
grounds will be built with facilities 
that will serve about 40,000 families. 
In addition, the tables, fireplaces, 
and sanitary facilities on the 4,900 
camp and picnic grounds now exist­ 
ing will be improved. These now can 
accommodate about 41,400 families. 
The use of such areas is rapidly 
increasing. 
In less than ten years 
it moved from 18 million to 45 million 
visits in one year. There are more 
people, more leisure time, more 
money to spend, and a bigger interest 
in recreation.

The three-inch height of the door 
lets the woodie in but keeps his 
major enemies out.

HOW GOOD A SCHOOL 
W ILL WE BUILD? 
The Warren area jointure has 
voted to build a new school on anew 
site and has a committee working 
on the preliminary plans of location 
and acreage. Up to now the public 
has shown a great interest in this 
subject which reached a climax last 
fall when the board voted to proceed 
as was requested by most people. 
That interest should not lag! 
We doubt if the school will cost 
less than two and a half million 
dollars. And it will be with us for 
a long time. It is one of the biggest 
steps taken by the area in many 
years and can provide a facility that 
will be of great service to all of us. 
Or it can be limited to a narrow 
gauge structure that will run out of 
date even as an educational unit 
within a very few years. 
The public should be kept fully 
informed in regard to the actions 


of any committees concerned with 
the planning of this school. It is not 
sufficient to complete the plans 
before revealing what they include. 
There is much that can be done 
in connection with this school to 
save the area money in the future. 
There are facilities that can be 
included that may make the price 
higher than some would want it, 
but the resultant combination will 
be a saving. 
Considering the small percentage 
of the total price that goes into 
land, it certainly will be a limited 
vision which does not buy more 
than we apparently need. Who can 
predict future expansion needs? And 
if the area improves, as it will 
with a major school in the area, 
the 
land always will be a liquid 
asset for which we will receive 
more than we pay. 
We know of two large acreages 
in that area which 
already are 
planning housing projects, and there 
no doubt are others. Upper Fifth, 
and the ridge from Fifth to Quaker 
rd. will boom if the school is built. 
One day you will see paved streets 
lining that 
ridge and those who 
chirped about access will have been 
forgotten.

Cutting 
corners to save a dollar here and 
there is fine if the corners are not 
too desirable. But we have seen 
some mighty cheap schools result 
from penny-thinking. We can afford 
the best. This is not an impoverished 
area. 
Such a facility as the auditorium 
is of great importance. Too many 
corners were trim m ed on the Beaty 
job. The result is that W arren still 
.acks an adequate auditorium. We 
should not repeat that performance 
in the high school. 


We should have a seatingcapacity 
that will adequately serve either the 
student body or the adult population 
of the area. The stage area should be 
large and efficient. 
The scenery 
change facilities should be modern 
and complete. There should be ade­ 
quate storage room for all recogniz­ 
ed groups which wish to use the 
auditorium, such as the Players 
Club. And there should be rehearsal 
room. 
To have an adequate auditorium 
will not cost us enough more to 
justify the use of a budget paring 
knife, and we are sure that there 
are those a m o n g us who would donate 
money to provide a fund with which 
to make it possible to have the best. 
The few additional seats and the 
other facilities which would make 
it a truly efficient unit would not 
amount to very much.

In District IO for example we have 
a few exceptions. 
Both Sharon and 
Farrell should be in the district as 
tar as their geographical location is 
concerned. 
But they are entered in 
D istrict 7, for which several schools 
in 
this 
area 
probably are well 
pleased. 
In the average year they 
would wade 
through 
most 
any 
sectional 
competition 
with 
little 
trouble. 
East Forest is allowed to play in 
District IO, though it is located in 
D istrict 9. 
Sheffield which is in 
D istrict 
IO is 
allowed to play in 
D istrict 9. 
The 
same 
goes 
for 
Emlenton and Victory Jointure. 
The classification of the schools 
is arrived at far in advance. 
The 
basketball classifications next year 
will be based on the enrollment last 
fall. 
Class C is for schools under 
250. This will place Northern Area 
in Class B, 
It had an enrollment 
of 252 
as of October
